American Association for Cancer 
Research Friday , ou tlining their 
progress along the same theory . 
Dis. 
Irv ing 
Greenspan 
and 
Stev en O. Schwartz of the Hektocn 
Institu te for Medical Research and 
Cook Cou nty 
Hospital, 
Chicago, 
reported that leu kemia, the deadly 
cancer of the blood and blood 
forming organs, is probably cau sed 
by a v iru s in both mou se and man 
- and the disease in each is closely 
related. 
3 Scientists 
Three other scientists - Elmer T. 
Feltz. Dr. Jam es T. Grace and Dr. 
Ju lian L. Ambru s of the Rosewall 
Park Memorial Institu te, Bu ffalo, 
N. Y.—said they hav e carried ou t 
an 
ex periment 
produ cing 
v iru s- 
indu ced tu mors in hu man beings 
for the first time. 
They described the ex periment 
as anoUier step toward determin­ 
ing whether any hu man cancers 
are cau sed by v iru ses. 
Researchers 
at 
the 
Chicago 
project determined that the blood 
seru m from hu man leu kemia pa 
tients failed to protect gu inea pigs 
against the disease. This indicated 
that the blood of people with leu 
kemia, foi some reason, did not 
possess antibodies against the dis­ 
ease. Nor did the blood of healthy 
children or adu lts, or people sick 
with other kinds of cancer. 
Antibodies 
Bu t doctors and others who work 
with leu kemia v ictims did hav e 
protectiv e antibodies against the 
disease in their blood. They appar­ 
ently had become infected with 
leu kemia bu t were able to produ ce 
the antibodies. 
The ex periment left the para­ 
mou nt qu estion: Why were there 


no protectiv e antibodies in the 
blood of people sick with leu kemia? 
Dr. Ambru s said the work may 
hav e 
v alu e 
in finding v accines 
against Kaposi's disease and a 
new ty pe of ly mphoma, both prev ­ 
alent in a large area of central 
Africa, becau se of the resemblance 
of v iru ses from those diseases to 
the tu mor-indu cing v iru s. 
A v ariety of cancers in animals 
is known to be cau sed by v iru ses 
bu t there is no conclu siv e proof 
so far that v iru ses cau se cancer 
in hu mans.
